a. wherein the R 1 and R 3 groups represent monovalent aliphatic hydroc arbon y 
groups having 2 to 6 carbo n atoms selected from the gro ^coftsistir^^ 
propyl, isopropyl, butyl, isobutyl, t-butyl, hexyl and isohexyl; 

b. whereinthel?lin&^^ alicycficgroups having 3 
to 6 carbon atoms or monovalent aromatic groups having 6 to 12 carbon 
atoms. 

Applicants hereby elect a. wherein the R 1 and R 3 groups represent monovalent 
aliphatic hydrocarbon groups having 2 to 6 carbon atoms as set forth above. 



REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION 

The Election Requirement is traversed for the following reasons. 

Claim 5 does not limit R 1 and R 3 to monovalent aliphatic hydrocarbon groups having 

2 to 6 carbon atoms as defined in Claim 5, but Claim 5 refers back to Claim 1 and merely 

further defines what is meant by monovalent aliphatic hydrocarbon groups having 2 to 6 

carbon atoms. Therefore, Claim 5 still retains all the definitions for R 1 and R 3 set forth in 

Claim 1 and is not limited to a single species of R 1 and R 3 being monovalent aliphatic 

hydrocarbon groups having 2 to 6 carbon atoms as defined in Claim 5, exclusively. 

It is submitted that the Election Requirement is improper and should be withdrawn 

and Claims 1 through 7 examined on the merits.
